14.  Cells  to  be  used  for  the  separate  confinement  of  any 
prisoners  shall  be  of  such  a  size,  and  lighted,  warmed, 
ventilated  and  fitted  up  in  such  a  manner  as  may  be 
required  by  a  due  regard  to  health  ;  and  no  cell  shall  be 
used  for  such  separate  confinement  until  its  fitness  in 
these  several  particulars  shall  have  been  certified  by  one 
of  the  inspectors  of  prisons  to  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  prin¬ 
cipal  Secretaries  of  State. 

15.  Arrangements  shall  be  made  for  the  proper  venti¬ 
lation  and  drainage  of  the  prison.

VISITING  JUSTICES  * 


16.  The  visiting  justices  appointed  at  each  quarter 
session  shall  meet  periodically  at  the  prison  on  such  days 
as  they  may  appoint,  when  they  shall  inspect  the  several 
journals,  registers  and  hooks  of  the  prison,  and  give  such 
directions  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary.

22.  They  shall  attend  to  any  report  in  writing  which 
any  of  them  may  receive  from  the  governor,  chaplain,  or 
surgeon,  as  to  the  mind  or  body  of  any  prisoner  being 
likely  to  be  injured  by  the  discipline  or  treatment  to  which 
he  is  subjected;  and  shall  give  such  directions  thereon  as 
they  may  deem  expedient,  reporting  the  same  to  the  next 
court  of  quarter-sessions.

ployment  be  provided  for  those  sentenced  to  hard  labour, 
when  not  employed  on  the  treadwlieel,  at  the  crank,  pump, 
or  other  hard  labour.  Prisoners  under  sentence  or  order 
of  transportation,  or  prisoners  against  whom  sentence  of 
death  has  been  recorded,  may  be  kept  to  hard  labour  if 
their  health  permit.

GENERAL  RULES. 


OFFICERS. 


49.  There  shall  be  for  every  prison  a  governor,  chap¬ 
lain,  and  surgeon ;  and,  in  every  prison  in  which  female 
prisoners  shall  be  confined,  a  matron. 

The  governor,  (except  the  governor  of  the  common 
gaol,)  chaplain,  surgeon,  and  matron,  are  to  be  appointed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  court  of  quarter-sessions. 

50.  Subordinate  officers  are  to  be  recommended  by  the 
visiting  justices,  and  appointed  by  the  court  of  quarter- 
sessions. 

51.  There  should  be  a  sufficient  number  of  school¬ 
masters  and  school  mistresses  and  other  subordinate 
officers  for  effective  supervision  by  day  and  by  night. 

52.  In  the  case  of  the  absence,  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  of  any  of  the  superior  officers,  the  visiting 
justices  shall  nominate  a  person  to  fill  the  vacant  office 
during  such  absence,  or  until  the  appointment  of  a  perma¬ 
nent  officer  by  the  proper  authorities. 

53.  Copies  of  all  Acts  of  Parliament  in  force  which 
relate  to  any  part  of  the  duties  of  the  inferior  officers,  or 
to  the  management  of  prisons,  or  the  treatment  of  the 
prisoners  ;  and  a  copy  of  the  rules  in  force  shall  be  kept

PRISONERS  COMMITTED  FOR  TRIAL, 
OR  FOR  EXAMINATION.  * 


254.  A  prisoner  for  trial  or  for  examination  shall  be 
permitted  to  wear  his  own  clothing,  unless  such  clothing 
be  deemed  insufficient  or  improper. 

255.  He  shall  not  be  compelled  to  work  or  labour  ;  but 
at  his  own  request  or  with  his  own  consent  may  be  supplied 
with  any  work  not  severe,  or  may  at  his  own  expense 
procure  any  employment,  materials,  and  tools  which  the 
governor  may  deem  safe  and  proper.  Provided  no  bill 
shall  have  been  found  against  such  prisoner,  or  that  upon 
his  trial  he  shall  have  been  acquitted,  he  shall  on  his  dis¬ 
charge  receive  out  of  his  earnings  such  an  allowance  as 
the  visiting  justices  may  deem  fit  and  reasonable.  But 
nothing  in  this  rule  shall  prevent  the  governor  from  re¬ 
quiring  prisoners  of  this  class  to  make  their  own  beds, 
and  clean  the  cells,  wards,  yards,  and  passages  of  the  di¬ 
vision  of  the  prison  to  which  they  belong.

TRIAL  OR  FOR  EXAMINATION*  for  examination. 

Prisoners  for  trial  shall  be  permitted  to  see  their  rela¬ 
tions  and  friends  on  any  week  day,  without  any  order, 
between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  two  in  the  afternoon,  and 
at  any  other  time  on  a  week  day  by  an  order  in  writing 
from  a  Visiting  or  Committing  Justice,  and  they  shall  be 
permitted  to  see  their  legal  adviser,  (by  which  is  to  be  un¬ 
derstood  a  certificated  attorney  or  his  authorized  clerk),  on 
any  day  at  any  reasonable  hour  and  in  private  if  required. 

Prisoners  of  this  class  may  write  or  receive  letters  to  be 
inspected  by  the  Governor,  except  any  confidential  written 
communication  prepared  as  instructions  for  their  legal  ad¬ 
viser — such  paper  to  be  delivered  personally  to  the  legal 
adviser  or  his  authorized  clerk  without  being  previously 
examined  by  any  officer  of  the  Prison  ;  but  all  such  written 
communications  not  personally  delivered  to  the  legal  ad¬ 
viser  or  his  clerk  are  to  be  considered  as  letters,  and  are 
not  to  be  sent  out  of  the  Prison  without  being  previously 
inspected  by  the  Governor. 

Any  person  presenting  himself  for  admission  as  the 
clerk  of  an  admitted  attorney  shall,  in  the  absence  of  his 
principal,  produce  to  the  Governor,  in  each  case,  evidence 
(satisfactory  to  such  Governor),  of  his  being  such  an  ac¬ 
credited  agent;  and  the  legal  adviser  or  his  clerk  shal^ 
name  the  prisoner  whom  he  wishes  to  visit.

PRISONERS  CONDEMNED  TO  DEATH.* 

In  all  cases  when  sentence  of  death  has  been  passed 
and  convicts  are  left  for  execution,  the  keeper  or  matron 
shall  immediately  on  their  return  to  the  gaol  from  trial ; 
cause  them  to  he  thoroughly  searched  and  shall  remove 
from  them  any  articles  which  may  be  considered  either 
dangerous  or  inexpedient  for  them  to  retain  in  their  pos¬ 
session. 

The  cell  or  room  to  which  a  convict  is  re-conducted 
after  being  sentenced  to  death,  shall  invariably  on  all  such 
occasions  be  previously  examined  by  the  keeper  of  the 
gaol,  who  is  to  satisfy  himself  of  its  fitness  and  safety,  and 
insert  the  result  of  his  examination  in  his  journal. 

In  all  cases  when  sentence  of  death  has  been  passed, 
and  the  condemned  prisoner  is  left  for  execution,  such 
prisoner  shall  be  placed  under  the  constant  charge  and 
superintendence  of  an  officer  of  the  prison  both  by  day 
and  night.

GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS. 

It  should,  be  observed  that  in  the  following  Instructions,  where  the 
words  Warder  or  Sub-warder  occur,  they  are  intended  to  apply  equally  to 
Males  and  Females;  and  that  where  the  words  Prisoner  or  Prisoners 
occur,  Females  as  well  as  Males  are  meant,  as  the  case  may  be. 

1.  The  Subordinate  Officers  of  the  prison  are  divided  into 
two  classes  under  the  denomination  of  Warders  and  Sub¬ 
warders.  All  those  engaged  in  the  former  capacity  prior  to 
the  1st  of  January,  1840,  whether  employed  as  assistant 
Clerks,  Gatekeepers,  Task-masters,  Watchmen,  Cooks,  or  in 
whatsoever  other  employment,  to  retain  the  former  designa¬ 
tion  of  Warders,  and  when  on  duty  in  any  station  to  have  pre¬ 
cedence,  and  control  over  the  Sub-warders,  who  are  to  be 
their  assistants.  The  Sub-warders  are  to  yield  ready  obe¬ 
dience  to  the  lawful  orders  of  the  Warders,  for  the  management 
of  the  Yards,  conformably  to  the  authorized  regulations  of 
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the  prison.  The  Warders  are  also  required  to  direct  the 
Sub-warders  with  all  due  civility,  and  propriety  ;  and  the 
latter,  if  aggrieved,  must  refrain  from  wrangling,  and  angry 
remonstrance,  hut  quietly  comply  with  the  directions  given, 
and  subsequently  appeal  for  redress  to  the  Governor,  or  from 
his  decision,  to  that  of  the  Visiting  Justices.  The  Warders, 
and  Sub-warders,  -whilst  on  duty  in  the  prison  to  wear  dis¬ 
tinct  badges,  prepared  for  the  purpose,  on  their  left  arms. 

2.  The  Warders  and  Sub-warders  employed  on  day  duty_ 
are  required  closely  to  watch  the  prisoners  in  their  passage 
from  the  cells  to  the  Yards,  and,  when  there,  to  supervise 
them  during  exercise,  muster,  washing,  progress  to  the  wheels 
or  work-rooms;  to  superintend  those  labouring  on  the  tread- 
wheels,  or  cleaning  the  yards,  cells,  or  passages,  or  employed 
in  any  other  menial  occupation ;  and  to  watch  the  prisoners 
during  meals  ;  also  in  their  march  to,  or  return  from  chapel, 
and  while  there  ;  and  in  their  various  movements  and  em¬ 
ployments  throughout  the  day. 

At  the  hour  of  locking  they  will,  according  to  circum¬ 
stances,  either  watch  the  prisoners  assembled  in  the  yards,  or 
meal  rooms,  or  conduct  them  by  sections  to  their  cells  or 
sleeping  rooms ;  and  on  all  these  various  occasions  they  are 
expected  to  use  the  utmost  alacrity  and  vigilance,  to  prevent 
all  communication  by  word,  or  sign,  between  prisoner  and 
prisoner,  and  to  allow  of  no  communication  from  prisoners  to 
themselves,  but  such  as  relate  to  the  duties  of  the  prison,  and 
the  necessities  of  the  inmates. 

3.  The  Sub-warders  employed  as  night-watchmen  in  the 
dormitories,  are  enjoined  vigilantly  to  watch  over  the  prisoners 
throughout  the  night,  in  order  to  preserve  silence  and  deco- 
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rum.  They  are  to  suffer  no  observations  from  prisoners  to 
themselves  but  such  as  the  strictest  necessity  requires  ;  they 
will  distinctly  note  down  on  the  slates  with  which  they  will 
be  furnished,  the  precise  nature  of  the  misconduct  of  any  pri¬ 
soner  during  the  night,  detailing  the  yard  to  which  the  pri¬ 
soner  may  belong,  in  order  that  the  Governor  may  form  a 
correct  judgment  of  the  offence,  and  visit  it  accordingly. 
They  must  carefully  attend  to  the  lights  ;  and  trim,  and  keep 
them  burning.  All  conversation  between  the  Sub-warders  in 
the  dormitories,  and  the  Night-watchmen  perambulating  the 
passages,  is  strictly  prohibited,  unless  the  sudden  illness  of  a 
prisoner,  or  some  other  special  exigency,  shall  require  prompt 
communication. 

4 .  The  Sub-warders  are  expected,  at  all  times  when  re¬ 
quired,  to  aid  in  the  general  routine  of  the  prison,  and  to 
perform  any  duty  which  shall  be  allotted  them,  either  in  the 
yards,  dormitories,  passages,  grounds,  or  any  part  what¬ 
soever  of  the  prison,  or  without  the  prison  walls,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Visiting  Justices,  or  the  Governor.  The 
Sub-warders  will  be  liable  to  the  same  fines,  as  are  imposed 
upon  the  Warders  for  coming  late  to  their  duty,  and  to  such 
other  fines  approved  by  the  Visiting  Justices,  as  shall  apply 
to  neglect  of  any  duties  to  which  they  may  be  appointed. 

5.  On  first  arrival  of  prisoners,  the  Warders  or  Sub-warders 
who  search  them  to  do  so  minutely  and  carefully,  with  all 
possible  regard  to  decency  ;  and  no  prisoner  is  to  be  searched 
by  one  Warder  or  Sub-warder  only.  Prisoners  to  be  civilly 
required  to  give  up  every  thing  in  their  possession.  All 
money  or  articles  found  upon  them  to  be  entered  in  the  book 
most  correctly,  and  the  Warder  or  Sub-warder  searching  to 
sign  his  name  as  an  acknowledgment ;  when  delivered  into 
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the  office,  and  receiving  house,  the  office  ticket  to  be  given  to 
the  proper  prisoner  by  the  Warder  attached  to  the  receiving 
house,  and  knives,  keys,  or  other  articles  to  be  deposited  in 
locked  cupboards,  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  there  to  be 
safely  kept  till  restored  to  the  prisoner  on  his  or  her  discharge. 
The  Rules  to  be  read  and  explained  to  prisoners  on  their  first 
admission,  and  the  consequences  of  disobedience  pointed  out. 
Prisoners  to  be  again  searched  on  entering  their  respective 
yards  when  clothed  in  the  prison  dress. 

6.  All  prisoners  are  to  have  access  to  the  Visiting  Justices, 
and  the  Governor  is  to  be  informed  whenever  any  one  requests 
to  see  them. 

7.  The  Warders,  in  the  morning,  are  first  to  see  that  the 
Sub-warders  are  at  their  posts,  and  then  to  unlock  the  pri¬ 
soners,  all  of  whom  are  to  carry  down  and  empty  their  cell- 
pots  and  fall  into  their  places  in  parallel  lines  numerically. 

8.  Prisoners  to  be  sent  to  wash  two  at  a  time,  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  clean  water,  soap,  towels,  and  combs.  The  Sub¬ 
warders  to  overlook  prisoners  while  washing,  to  prevent  com¬ 
munication. 

9.  Prisoners  to  go  to  the  work-rooms,  and  to  the  wheels  in 
regular  order. 

10.  Warders  to  set  cleaners  to  work  in  cleaning  cells,  pas¬ 
sages,  yards,  &c.,  and  cleaners  always  to  be  required  to  pro¬ 
duce  after  cleaning,  brushes,  brooms,  &c. 

11.  Warders  and  Sub-warders  to  go  to  breakfast  in  due 
turn,  and  then  to  attend  Governor  with  reports  of  misconduct 
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of  prisoners  the  preceding  day,  and  next,  when  hell  rings  to 
deliver  breakfasts  to  prisoners. 

1 2.  Prisoners  to  fall  in  for  chapel  at  ten  minutes  past  ten 
in  the  morning  during  the  week  days,  and  on  Sundays  at  the 
hours  which  may  be  previously  ordered,  varying  with  the 
season  of  the  'year.  The  Sub-warders  to  be  placed  in  their 
stations  on  the  stairs,  and  passages,  at  proper  distances,  and 
prisoners  to  go,  and  return  slowly,  in  single  files. 

13.  Sub-warders  to  resume  their  stations,  when  prisoners 
to  return  from  chapel,  fall  in  for  labour  in  their  yards,  and  go 
to  work. 

14.  Warders  to  inspect  cells,  doors,  locks,  bedding,  shut¬ 
ters,  & c.,  and  see  to  all  cleaning  completed.  They  are  them¬ 
selves  to  look  to,  and  keep  correctly,  the  wheel,  oakum, 
sleeping  and  provision  slates,  and  to  keep  daily  all  the  books 
belonging  to  the  yards,  reports,  &c. 

15.  Warders,  and  Sub-warders  to  go  to  dinner  in  due  turn, 
and  when  returned,  the  Warders  to  see  all  right,  and  prepare 
for  prisoners’  dinners. 

16.  Before  prisoners’  dinner,  grace  is  to  be  said;  and  when 
meal  is  finished,  and  before  prisoners  rise,  Warders  to  read 
the  orders  circulated  for  the  guidance  of  prisoners. 

17.  Oakum  men  to  fall  out,  and  walk  in  single  file  for 
exercise  till  bell  rings  for  work.  At  three  o’clock  prisoners 
to  fall  in  for  wheels,  and  Warders  to  superintend  their  yards 
generally. 

18.  Prisoners  on  return  from  work-rooms  to  wralk  again 
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for  exercise.  Towards  evening  the  Warders  or  Sub-warders, 
to  see  that  cleaners  lay  down  the  beds  in  sleeping  rooms  and 
cells, 

19.  When  wheel  labour  is  over,  prisoners  to  fall  in,  in 
parallel  lines,  and  Warders  to  prepare  for  suppers. 

20.  After  counting  prisoners  to  be  locked  up  for  the  night, 
and  as  far  as  practicable,  to  retain  the  same  cells,  and  bed¬ 
ding  ;  on  going  to  cells  or  sleeping  rooms,  prisoners  to  go  in 
single  file,  and  the  Sub-warders  to  be  at  their  proper  posts. 
Before  leaving  their  prisons  for  the  night,  Warders  always  to 
try  their  locks  a  second  time. 
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GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS 

FOR  THE 

WARDERS  OF  BOTH  CLASSES, 

IN  REFERENCE  TO  PRISONERS. 


1.  Warders  not  to  strike,  nor  pull,  nor  push  the  prisoners, 
nor  are  they  to  permit  the  Sub-warders  to  do  so. 

2.  Prisoners  complaining  of  illness  not  to  be  forced  upon 
the  tread  wheels,  hut  Warders  to  report  the  case  to  the  Go¬ 
vernor,  and  to  the  Surgeon  when  in  the  prison.  The  War¬ 
ders  and  Sub-warders  are  however,  to  watch  and  report  any 
signs  of  imposition,  and  also  to  point  out  to  the  Governor 
and  Surgeon  any  prisoners  observed  to  be  failing  in  strength, 
or  who  appear  to  be  really  unequal  to  the  labour  of  the  tread- 
wheels,  &c. 

3.  Any  prisoner  reporting  himself  sick  to  have  access  to 
the  Surgeon,  on  his  daily  visit,  and  all  prisoners  locked  up  for 
offences  in  the  prison  to  he  reported  to  the  Surgeon,  in  order 
that  they  be  inspected  by  him. 

4.  Warders  to  weigh  provisions  for  prisoners  demanding  to 
have  them  weighed. 

5.  The  Warders  or  Suh-warders  shall  on  no  account  what¬ 
ever,  give  to  prisoners,  any  food  beyond  the  authorized  allow¬ 
ance  without  the  sanction  of  the  Governor  or  Surgeon  ;  should 
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any  prisoner  become  suddenly  indisposed,  and  request  an  ex¬ 
change  of,  or  addition  to,  his  allowance,  the  Warder  or  Sub¬ 
warder  must  not  of  himself  comply  with  such  request,  but 
make  it  known  to  the  Governor,  and  Surgeon  should  the 
latter  be  in  the  prison,  and  follow  their  directions. 

6.  Clothes,  or  bedding,  to  be  changed  as  soon  as  disco¬ 
vered  to  have  vermin,  or  to  be  infected  by  itch. 

7.  One  day  in  each  week,  all  the  stores,  utensils,  &c.  of 
the  various  prisons  to  be  examined  by  Chief  Warder,  com¬ 
pared  with  the  yard  lists,  and  any  articles  damaged,  or  miss¬ 
ing,  to  be  reported  to  the  Governor. 

8.  Prisoners  to  have  their  clothing  or  shoes  changed  when¬ 
ever  they  seem  to  require  it,  and  such  persons  to  be  taken  to 
the  clothing  Store  any  day  after  the  dinner  hour. 

9.  Every  attention  to  be  shewn  prisoners  who  have  fines 
to  pay,  or  may  be  desirous  to  have  professional  aid,  if  before 
trial,  and  under  examination,  on  their  first  arrival  in  prison, 
and  they  are  to  be  immediately  supplied  with  means  of  writ¬ 
ing,  if  unable  to  provide  themselves. 

10.  Bedding  to  be  frequently  shook  and  aired,  prisoners’ 
flannels  changed  once  in  a  fortnight,  and  no  cells,  passages,  or 
yards,  to  be  wetted  unless  by  special  order  from  the  Governor. 

11.  Warders  to  listen  patiently  to  prisoners  complaining  of 
grievances,  or  wishing  to  ask  reasonable  questions.  War¬ 
ders  to  give  civil  answers,  and  report  to  the  Governor,  if  ne¬ 
cessary.  The  Governor  to  be  immediately  informed  when¬ 
ever  a  prisoner  requests  particularly  to  see  him. 
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12.  Warders  and  Sub-warders  to  protect,  as  far  as  possible, 
all  books  and  pamphlets  allowed  to  prisoners,  and  in  their 
possession  in  the  prison. 

13.  Warders  to  furnish  every  prisoner  who  desires  to  read,  at 
suitable  times,  from  the  books  in  the  yard,  Bible,  Prayer  Book, 
Tracts,  or  books  for  general  use  of  prisoners.  Also  to  inform 
the  Chaplain  of  the  application  of  any  juvenile  prisoners  to 
be  admitted  into  Asylums,  or  of  the  need  of  his  assistance  by 
any  prisoner  who  solicits  it. 

14.  Warders,  when  they  quit  their  yards  for  other  duties, 
to  point  out  to  their  successors  all  matters  of  special  import¬ 
ance,  and  to  explain  any  directions  of  the  Governor,  or  Sur¬ 
geon,  affecting  any  particular  prisoner. 

15.  Warders  to  take  care  that  prisoners  sent  as  cleaners,  or 
handicraftsmen,  from  one  yard  to  another,  or  removed  back 
again,  take  with  them  all  books,  flannels,  or  articles  belonging 
to  them. 

16.  Warders  never  to  leave  their  provision  exposed;  but 
to  be  careful  not  to  afford  temptation  to  the  prisoners  to  steal 
from  them.  Basket-men,  removing  provisions  from  place  to 
place,  always  to  go  in  front  of  the  Warders,  or  Sub-warders, 
and  to  be  vigilantly  watched. 

17.  The  Warders  and  Sub-warders  are  required  to  expe¬ 
dite  the  cleaning  of  the  yards,  cells,  passages,  &c.,  so  that  this 
necessary  work  may  be  completed  by  twelve  o’clock  each  day. 

18.  No  Warder  or  Sub-warder,  on  any  pretence  whatever, 
through  favour  or  mistaken  notions  of  kindness,  will  presume 
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to  withhold  from  the  Governor,  or  other  his  superior,  hut  will 
immediately  report  to  him,  any  misconduct,  or  wilful  disobe¬ 
dience  of  the  prison  regulations  on  the  part  of  a  prisoner : 
neither  will  any  of  the  Warders  or  Sub-warders  take  upon 
themselves  to  punish  prisoners  for  any  offence,  unless  ordered 
so  to  do  by  the  Visiting  Justices  or  Governor. 

19.  The  Warders  and  Sub-warders  are  strictly  forbidden  to 
hold  familiar  conversation  writh  the  prisoners,  or  to  communi¬ 
cate  with  them  on  any  subject  whatsoever  unconnected  with 
their  duties.  Neither  are  they  to  entertain  applications,  with¬ 
out  the  prison-gates,  from  the  friends  or  relations  of  prison¬ 
ers,  under  the  plea  of  extending  favour  to  those  within  the 
walls.  Moreover,  it  is  expected  that  they  will  carefully  ab¬ 
stain  from  forming  intimacy  or  acquaintanceship  with  dis¬ 
charged  prisoners  of  any  class  or  description,  but  maintain  their 
respectability  by  avoiding  the  company  of  all  such  persons. 


PRINCIPAL  WARDER. 

1 .  The  principal  Warder  shall  constantly  reside  and  lodge 
in  the  prison. 

2.  He  shall  be  the  assistant  of  the  Governor  on  all  occa¬ 
sions  ;  and,  when  the  Governor  is  absent,  is  to  be  considered 
in  charge  of  the  prison,  except  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Visit¬ 
ing  Justices. 

3.  He  shall  attend  the  male  prisoners  at  chapel,  if  the 
Governor  shall  be  prevented,  and  at  all  other  times,  provided 
the  duties  of  the  prison  will  admit  of  it. 
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4.  He  shall  diligently  observe  the  conduct  and  behaviour 
of  all  the  subordinate  officers,  servants,  and  prisoners,  and 
report  immediately  to  the  Governor  any  neglect  or  miscon¬ 
duct  that  he  may  notice,  or  that  may  have  come  to  his  know¬ 
ledge. 

5.  On  no  occasion  whatever  shall  he  quit  the  prison  in  the 
absence  of  the  Governor. 

6.  He  shall  superintend  the  unlocking  of  the  several  pri¬ 
sons  in  the  morning,  and  the  locking  of  them  at  night,  and 
attend  generally  to  the  duties  of  the  prison. 


MATRON. 

1.  The  Matron  shall  regulate  the  female  department  in 
regard  to  her  subordinate  officers.  She  shall  report  to  the 
Governor,  without  delay,  such  offences  on  the  part  of  the  pri¬ 
soners  as  shall  appear  to  call  for  punishment,  and  take  his 
directions  thereupon. 

2.  She  shall,  in  case  of  any  misbehaviour  or  absence  on  the 
part  of  her  female  Warders,  report  the  same  to  the  Governor, 
who  may  suspend  any  such  officer,  reporting  such  suspension, 
and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Justices  at  their  next 
meeting. 

3.  She  shall  keep  a  journal,  in  which  she  shall  record  all 
unusual  occurrences  in  the  female  department  of  the  prison, 
and  also  the  absence  of  any  female  Warder  from  her  duty, 
and  the  cause  thereof;  which  journal  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Visiting  Justices  at  their  next  meeting. 
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4.  She  shall  attend  the  Chapel  at  all  times  with  the  pri  • 
soners,  unless  prevented  by  some  special  cause,  which  she 
shall  enter  in  her  journal.  She  shall  also  enter  the  names  of 
any  female  prisoners  who  may  have  been  absent  from  the 
Chapel,  and  the  cause  of  such  absence. 

5.  She  shall  not  absent  herself  from  the  prison  without  the 
permission  of  the  Governor,  she  noticing  her  absence  in  her 
journal. 

6.  She  shall  report  daily  upon  the  state  of  the  female  de¬ 
partment  of  the  prison,  to  the  Governor,  and  shall  conform  to 
such  directions  as  she  may  receive  from  him. 

7.  The  Matron,  or  a  female  Warder  deputed  by  her,  shall 
search  the  person  of  every  female  prisoner  on  her  admission 
into  the  prison  ;  also  of  any  female  visitor,  when  called  upon 
so  to  do  by  the  Governor. 

8.  The  Matron  shall  personally  inspect  every  cell  and  de¬ 
partment  generally  under  her  care  daily,  and  see  that  the 
same  is  properly  aired,  cleaned,  and  supplied  with  linen,  &c. 

9.  She  shall  superintend  the  work  of  the  women,  and  take 
charge  of  the  laundry,  prison  linen,  and  bedding,  and  the 
females’  clothes,  and  other  necessaries. 

10.  She  shall  receive  all  clothing  from  the  Storekeeper 
wanting  repair,  and  washing  and  return  the  same  to  the  Store¬ 
keeper  when  so  done. 

11.  She  shall  superintend  the  locking  up  of  all  female  pri¬ 
soners  at  night,  and  the  unlocking  in  the  morning. 


STOREKEEPER 


1 .  The  Storekeeper  shall  attend  at  the  prison  daily,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  the  duties  of  his  office  may  require. 

2.  He  shall  keep  a  daily  account  of  all  the  stores  received 
and  disbursed  for  the  service  of  the  prison,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  Visiting  Justices  and  the  Governor,  as  to  their 
quality,  and  whether  they  agree  with  the  samples  as  per  con¬ 
tract  :  and  he  shall  not  receive  directly  or  indirectly,  at  any 
time,  any  fee  or  reward  from  any  contractor,  or  from  any  per¬ 
son  on  his  behalf,  under  any  pretence  whatever. 

3.  He  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  clothes  belonging  to  the 
prisoners  on  their  admission,  and  mark  the  same  with  the  pri¬ 
soner’s  name  on  a  ticket,  with  the  date  when  received,  and  a 
number  corresponding  with  a  number  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  the  purpose  ;  and  he  shall  on  no  occasion  return  the  said 
clothes  to  any  prisoner  until  such  prisoner  is  about  to  leave 
the  prison. 

4.  He  shall  deliver  weekly  to  the  Matron  all  linen,  stock¬ 
ings,  &c.  wanting  repair,  with  a  list  of  the  same,  taking  care 
that  they  are  returned  when  repaired. 

5.  He  shall  deliver  to  the  Governor  a  list,  signed  and 
dated,  of  all  stores  wanting  for  the  use  of  the  prison. 

0.  He  shall  give  such  security  as  the  Visiting  Justices  may 
require. 
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SCHOOLMASTER  and  CHAPEL  CLERK. 

1.  The  duties  of  the  Schoolmaster  and  Chapel  Clerk,  shall 
he  generally,  to  attend  to  the  directions  of  the  Chaplain,  and 
to  render  such  other  services  connected  with  the  prison  as 
the  Visiting  Justices  and  Governor  may  require.  He  shall 
attend  daily,  with  an  interval  of  an  hour  and  a  half  for  dinner 
from  eight  o’clock  in  the  morning  till  the  hour  of  lockings  in 
the  evening,  to  instruct  the  younger  prisoners  in  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  Scriptures,  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic.  He 
shall  take  them  in  succession,  according  to  the  directions  of 
the  Chaplain,  and  to  the  prison  classification.  He  shall,  when 
required,  officiate  as  Chapel  Clerk  at  the  performance  of  Di¬ 
vine  Service  in  the  prisons,  and  do  such  other  internal  and 
external  duties  as  may  he  required  of  him  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Visiting  Justices,  the  Chaplain,  or  the  Governor. 


THE  OUTER-GATE  PORTER. 

He  shall,  on  hearing  the  Police  Vans  from  the  several 
Courts  approach  the  prison,  clear  the  entrance  porch  of  all 
visitors,  tradesmen,  and  persons  not  connected  with  the  duties 
of  the  prison,  and  on  no  account  suffer  them  to  return  until  the 
Vans  are  discharged,  and  the  prisoners  arriving  are  examined, 
and  removed  to  the  places  appropriated  for  them.  He  shall 
examine  the  commitments,  to  see  that  they  are  duly  signed, 
dated,  and  generally  correct,  before  the  officers  in  charge 
leave  them,  and  then  hand  them  to  the  office.  The  prison¬ 
ers  to  he  questioned  and  examined  with  all  despatch,  and  if 
in  a  state  of  excitement,  or  drunkenness,  they  are  to  be  im¬ 
mediately  led  away  by  the  Warders  in  attendance,  and  as 
little  violence  as  possible  used  in  removing  them.  He  shall 
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receive  all  applications  on  business,  and  reply  to  the  inquiries 
of  friends  of  prisoners  respecting  them  ;  and  on  all  occasions 
to  behave  with  the  utmost  civility  to  all  parties  addressing 
him.  He  shall  not  permit  wines,  spirits,  beer,  snuff  or  to¬ 
bacco,  other  than  what  is  allowed  by  the  regulations  to  pass 
into  the  prison,  unless  duly  authorized  by  the  written  order 
of  the  Governor.  He  shall  take  care  that  no  Warder,  or 
Sub-warder,  quits  the  prison  during  the  hours  of  duty,  ex¬ 
cept  at  the  periods  for  meals,  or  by  pass  from  the  Governor ; 
and  not  then  until  the  brass  ticket  (with  which  every  officer  is 
furnished)  as  an  acknowledgment  of  his  keys  being  in  safety, 
is  produced.  He  shall  report  whenever  the  Warders  or  Sub¬ 
warders  are  not  punctual  in  their  attendance  at  unlockings  in 
the  morning,  or  return  from  meals.  He  shall  observe,  and 
minutely  search  all  baskets  and  bundles  containing  food  or 
clothing  which  may  be  brought  in,  or  taken  out,  by  visitors 
to  prisoners  in  the  Common  Gaol  Prisons,  to  guard  against 
the  introduction,  or  removal  of  forbidden  articles.  He  shall 
frequently  inspect,  and  keep  ready  for  immediate  use,  the  stand 
of  arms  and  ammunition  in  the  Clerk’s  Office.  He  shall  exa¬ 
mine  all  letters  brought  from  the  various  prisons,  and  shall 
be  considered  responsible  for  their  immediate  delivery  to  the 
Post-office,  by  the  Inner  Gate-keeper  as  soon  as  the  watch  is 
set.  He  shall  keep  order  and  quiet  at  all  times  in  the  Porch 
and  Lodge,  and  generally  exercise  the  utmost  vigilance  in  all 
duties  appertaining  to  his  post. 


INNER  GATE-KEEPER. 

The  Warder  or  Sub-warder  performing  the  duty  of  Inner 
Gate-keeper,  to  guard  it  vigilantly,  and  not  to  let  through 
any  prisoner  unaccompanied  by  a  Warder  or  Sub-warder,  nor 
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to  let  pass  any  ladders,  or  ropes,  unless  under  the  escort  of  a 
prison  officer.  Moreover,  he  must  cautiously  take  care  not 
to  admit  any  one  who  is  not  passed  in  by  competent  autho¬ 
rity,  or  of  whose  permission  to  enter  he  has  any  doubt.  He 
is  also  to  assist  the  male  Warder  in  charge  of  the  Reception- 
house,  every  morning,  in  searching  the  prisoners  who  were 
received  into  the  prison  the  previous  day,  and  to  be  present 
during  the  time  of  changing  their  clothing  for  the  convict- 
dress  ;  on  this  duty  being  completed,  and  after  his  breakfast, 
he  will  superintend  the  cleaning  of  the  Chaplain’s  Room.  On 
alternate  nights  he  will  have  charge  of  the  Outer-gate,  as 
Porter,  on  which  occasions  he  will  strictly  follow  and  obey  the 
regulation  laid  down  for  the  guidance  of  that  officer. 


INFIRMARY  WARDER. 

The  Infirmary  Warder  will  have  special  charge  of  the  In¬ 
firmaries,  and  will  register  and  see  carried  into  effect  the  orders 
of  the  Surgeon  respecting  the  sick  or  ailing  prisoners.  He 
will  supply  the  prisoners  according  to  directions,  with  ban¬ 
dages,  poultices,  lotions,  &c.,  and  daily  inquire  in  each  yard 
for  all  prisoners  who  have  given  in  their  names  previously  to 
consult  the  Surgeon,  and  to  bring  them  before  him.  He  will 
register  the  Surgeon’s  orders  respecting  extra  food  for  pri¬ 
soners,  or  change  of  diet. 

In  the  event  of  the  sudden  and  dangerous  illness  of  any  pri¬ 
soners  he  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor,  endea¬ 
vour  to  learn  and  report  the  residence  of  the  relations  of  such 
persons,  so  that,  with  permission,  they  may  be  allowed  to 
visit  them  ;  and  when  any  prisoner  may  die  in  the  prison,  he 
shall  seek  out,  as  directed  by  the  Governor,  the  relatives  of 
such  deceased  person,  to  inform  them  of  the  event. 
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He  is  expected  to  exercise  all  care  and  humanity  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  he  is  to 
watch  regularly,  and  report  any  symptoms  of  fraud  or  impo¬ 
sition  on  the  part  of  the  prisoners  complaining. 

He  is  required  to  give  general  assistance,  as  a  Warder  of 
the  prison,  whenever  his  duties  to  the  sick  will  permit. 


GARDENER. 

The  Warder  employed  as  a  Gardener,  will,  in  addition  to 
his  careful  attention  to  the  garden,  whenever  required,  afford 
general  assistance  in  the  duties  of  the  prison,  night  or  day. 


COOKS. 

Warders  employed  as  Cooks  (one  being  specially  in  charge) 
will  manage  the  cooking  for  the  whole  prison,  and  will  be 
held  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  of  the  kitchen  coppers, 
and  all  utensils  in  use,  as  also  for  the  right  mixture  of  all 
ingredients  and  the  sufficient  boiling  of  the  prisoner’s  food  ; 
one  will  each  morning  collect  and  note  the  number  of  prisoners 
in  the  various  yards,  the  addition  or  reduction  of  diet,  &c. 
so  as  to  enable  the  proper  measure  or  weight  to  be  appor¬ 
tioned  ;  and  the  Cooks  are  required  to  be  as  exact  as  pos¬ 
sible  in  measuring  the  soup  or  gruel  sent  to  the  yards,  as  also 
in  weighing  the  portions  of  meat,  &c.  for  the  prisoners.  They 
will  carefully  lock  up  and  keep  out  of  the  reach  of  the  prison¬ 
ers,  food  of  any  description,  which  they  might  otherwise  be 
tempted  to  steal  ;  and  they  are  strictly  forbidden  (without 
the  Governor’s  order)  to  employ  any  prisoner  in  the  Cook- 
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house,  or  to  give  away  to  prisoners,  at  any  time  working  in 
the  kitchen,  any  food  beyond  their  due  allowance.  The 
Cook  in  charge  will  keep  an  account,  in  a  hook,  of  the  receipt 
and  expenditure  of  ox-heads,  meat,  &c.  comparing  that  ac¬ 
count  from  time  to  time,  with  the  Storekeeper’s  book,  and 
with  that  kept  in  the  office.  He  will  also  daily  draw  by 
ticket  on  the  Storekeeper  such  meal,  barley,  peas,  &c.  &c. 
as  may  he  required  for  the  prisoners’  consumption,  conform¬ 
ably  to  the  scale  hung  up  in  the  Cook-house.  When  not 
engaged  in  the  kitchen,  Warders  or  Sub-warders,  employed 
as  Cooks,  shall  render  general  assistance  in  the  prison,  or 
at  the  Sessions,  as  necessity  may  require. 


OAKUM  MASTER. 

The  Warder  acting  as  Oakum  Master  will  take  charge 
of  the  oakum,  coir,  or  the  like  materials  ;  and  keep  and 
render  to  the  office  a  correct  account  of  the  material  received, 
and  the  work  done  under  his  direction.  He  will  w'eigh 
and  distribute  all  such  work  to  the  prisoners,  observe  their 
management  of  it,  and  again  weigh  and  receive  it  back  from 
them,  reporting  to  the  Governor  all  idlers  and  defaulters  in 
their  tasks.  He  is,  however,  strictly  enjoined  to  make  all 
fair  and  reasonable  allowance  for  prisoners  in  the  allotment 
of  their  tasks,  whenever  the  oakum  or  other  work  is  bad 
and  difficult  to  he  accomplished.  At  all  convenient  times  he 
also  will  aid  in  the  general  duties  of  the  prison. 


NIGHT  WARDERS. 


The  Warders,  or  Sub-warders,  remaining  in  for  night 
duty  are  expected  to  observe  the  utmost  decorum,  they  are

not  to  wrangle  when  in  the  lodge  or  elsewhere,  but  in  con¬ 
versation  to  observe  a  moderate  tone  of  voice.  No  Warder 
staying  in  the  prison  to  be  allowed  to  have  in  more  than  a 
•pint  of  beer  for  the  evening.  The  Warders  (or  Sub-warders 
if  directed)  in  due  turn  will  gently,  and  silently,  and  without 
rattling  keys,  &c.  perambulate  the  interior  of  the  prisons 
(males  and  females)  respectively,  look  frequently  into  sleep- 
ingrooms  to  see  the  Sub-warders  are  vigilant,  and  that  silence 
is  preserved,  and  invariably  report  every  breach  of  it,  whether 
in  the  cells,  sleeping  rooms  or  infirmaries,  they  are  also  to  see 
that  the  various  lights  are  kept  steadily  burning,  and  listen 
to  and  report  any  complaint  made  of  illness  on  the  part  of 
any  prisoners,  in  order  that  assistance  may  be  afforded  them. 
They  will  also  invariably  report  whenever  doors  of  sleeping 
rooms,  or  cells  are  left  unfastened,  or  the  passage  doors  which 
should  be  open,  left  closed.  The  Warders  will  be  ready  to 
receive  and  search  prisoners  who  arrive,  taking  care  that 
apprentices  or  persons  for  re-examination  are  sent  to  the  cells 
allotted  to  them. 

They  will  place  the  night  lamps,  and  do  all  things  that  it 
may  be  their  duty  to  do  for  the  service  of  the  prison. 


WATCH. 

At  the  appointed  hour  the  Warders  and  Sub-warders  for 
outer  and  inner  Night-watch  to  come  on  duty,  they  will  not 
be  allowed  to  bring  in  for  use  within  the  walls  either  tobacco, 
beer,  or  spirits ;  those  on  actual  watch  will  keep  patrolling 
round  at  the  back  of  the  various  prisons,  and  constantly  carry 
their  arms  with  them  ;  they  are  required  to  watch  vigilantly 
and  to  listen  to  and  ascertain  the  cause  of  any  suspicious 
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noise,  and  immediately  report  their  apprehension  that  danger 
exists;  should  any  prisoners  happen  to  be  ill  and  call  for  aid, 
they  will  immediately  ring  the  bell  of  the  Chief  Warder,  or 
Matron,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  will  if  necessary  call  up  the 
Governor,  and  send  for  the  Surgeon,  they  will  trim  and  keep 
burning  all  the  lights  used  during  the  night ;  and  in  the 
morning  at  the  proper  hour  light  the  fires  of  the  gruel  copper 
in  the  cook  house  and  hath  boilers  in  the  reception  houses 
and  will  fire  off  the  gun  at  the  appointed  time  as  a  signal  for 
the  prisoners  to  rise,  and  they  are  forbidden  to  leave  their 
posts  till  duly  relieved.
